You should run out 
more hoso than is actually required to bring 
you fo the building on ‘fire... [t constantly 
happens that very ‘shirtly after a°fito has 
obtained a hold of building it in necessary 
to ,o upstairs and get omthe top of the 
bnilding, In former days it was necea- 
wiry to attach. a’ now, length of hese 
fur this purpose, -nnd. to.-do this’ the 
engine had to be stopped und -consider- 
able time waa taken -up in doing so; 
but by running out. your bosa at onca 
to naufticiont length to get to tho top of 
the honaa it ‘will be et once available if 
required, the engines.can bo kept at work 
and in a moment of tine you will be able 
to got to any part of tho building. Another 
tae which yon. have often had impressed 
upon you i@ to avoid unnccesaary destrac- 
tion of woodwork. Inthe old ‘days it was 
customary to. broak down every specics of 
of woodwork whieh came with'a 100 yards 
of the fire ; but under the changed orders 
no woodwork is destroyed without tho 
orders of one of tho superior officurs, and 
lan far as my experiones goes 1-.think 
that order is a useful and necessary 
one, and much damage which used to-te 
caused by the destruction of woodwork-his. 
been found to-be a needless waste of pro- 
perty. Bosides the destruction. ¢.used by 
fire a considerable amount of d.mago is 
dune to proporly by the unnecessary uso of 
wator. Of course im all fires dhe great 
object is to extinguish the fire with as tittle 
damage as possible, andit is necessary to 
remember that water causes as much 
damage as tho; flames themselves; and 
therefore in extiogniabing fires while using 
all the water nocossary you should be«r in 
mind that the unnecessury use of water ia 
prejudicial to tho intereats of property 
awners. In addition to ‘pouring water on | 
a fire there is alev anolher thing to remem- 
ber—the direction in which the water 
is thrown, Another thing of the utmoat 
importance is to got at the heart cf the 
fire as soon as possible. Et is tho duty of a 
foreman en every occasion of a fire to go at 
once abd nt frequent intervals make visits 
to the adjacent houses in order to sco 
whether the fire is sproading to these build- 
ings and upoiy any signs of Gre appearing 
there to ut once take measures to put it out, 
For thie purpose amongst other things the 
hydrant supply cart should be used. It io 
the duty of the foremm on all occasions to 
exercise judgment as to the “means 
necessary to prevent the spread of fire to 
the adjoining houses. In order to 
get ot the heart of the fire it is uenally 
necessary to go insido the building instead 
of playing water from the roof which 
very seldom takes effect at the right place. 
By getting inside the room on fire the fire 
is very soon extinguished, with a saving of 
property and time, An. instance ‘of this 
occurred the other day ata fire in Queen’s 
Road. - Fora long timo the flames raged 
in the house, and as soon as it becamo 
possiblo, after cooling down, to puts hose 
into the house, one was putin the first and | 
another in the second floor, and ina very 
few minntea the fire was under control. 
Therefore [ wish -you to bear in 
mind in dealing with. fires to make 
all these preliminary arrangements. Dur- 
ing tho Jast year we may congratulate 
ourselves on the comparative. immunity 
from fires which thia Colony has enjoyed, a 
marked dimmution on what ocenrred two 
or three years ago. Although: it is never 
safe to be confident as to what may hap- 
pen, and through uofortunate accident or 
want of water conflagrations may occur 
airailar to those. which have happened in 
the past, wo may congratulate ourselves so 
fur thet they have not taken place during 
the past year, A brigade in the same posi- 
tion as the Hongkong Brigade, manned by 
volunteers from. the pqlioe force and linble 
to chahges” owil “thé: transfareace 
of men to different stations, it is 
exceedingly necessary that there should be 
the heartiest co-operition between the 
police authorities and the Brigade authori- 
ties. I am happy to:say. that for a long 
timo past this co-operation has oxisted ina 
very marked manner.’
